The full capacity of the present buildings is one hundred pupils. There 
are now present 97, and 12 more are expected. Besides these there is a 
large number of deaf and dumb and blind youth in the State, as will be 


^ geen from this report, who ought to be brought into the Institution, but 


this can not be done without additional room. 

We commend this matter to the favorable consideration of Your Excel- 
lency and of the Legislature.

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REPORT OF PHYSICIAN. 


Ta the President and Board of Regents : 


GENTLEMEN : —While the health ot theinmates of the Institution 
for the two years ending September 30, 1886, has been more than 
unusually good, I have to report the death of a young man (James 
P. Snodgrass), belonging to the Blind Department. 

His death occurred the latter part of February, 1885, suddenly 
and unexpectedly, while in the school-room and in his class. There 
was a vain and brief struggle for breath and in a few moments he 
was dead. 

His death may have been caused by a heart-clot or by a sudden 
and complete obstruction of the circulation in the pulmonary ar- 
tery. Any opinion, however, on this point, must to a great extent 
be conjectural. He was supposed to be up to the time of his death 
in his usual health, which had generally been good. 

It has been already stated that the health of the pupils for the 
last two years has been especially good ; with the exception of two 
cases of typhoid fever (occurring at different periods). The cases of 
sickness mainly, as heretofore have been of the ordinary catarrhal 
attacks, disorders of the &tomach and bowels and the temporary 
ailments incident to childhood, which troubles are liable to occur 


' to some extent, even under the most favorable cireumstances. 


The freedom from epidemies, the absence of serious and pro- 
tracted cases of disease may be fairly attributed to the abundant 
supply of pure water, the healthful location of the Institution and 
the care and attention given to the pupils during health. Under 
the same influences, the same satisfactory physical condition of the 
inmates may be reasonably hoped for in the future.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL. 


To the President and Board of Regents of the State of West Virginia In- 
stitution for the Deaf, Dumb and the Blind : l 


GENTLEMEN :—The report now submitted to you, under a law im- 
posed duty, covers the two years ending September 30, 1886. Itis 
the fifteenth and sixteenth of the history of our Institution, the 
eleventh in the series of reports, and is the sixth biennial report. 
Since entering upon my duties here as Principal, in the summer of 
1874, the Institution has remained, for the most part, as then or- 
ganized, few changes having taken place in its corps of officers and 
teachers, which changes however, have been duly noticed, from time 
to time, in preceding reports. And, yet, the number of pupils stead- 
ily increased, from year to year, up to the beginning of the present 
decade, since which time it has been more than once in excess of 
the capacity for proper accommodation, and this with no strenuous 
exertion on my part to bring pupils into the Institution. The whole 
number enrolled for attendance October 1, 1880, was 103; October 1, 
1881, 120; October 1, 1882, 119; October 1, 1883, 114; October 1, 
1884. 115; and October 1, 1885, 112. The actual average attendance 
in these six sessions was 98. All, whose names are enrolled, are, of 
course, alike expected to come at the opening of the session, or, at 
some time in the early part of the session. But, various causes op- 
erate every year to hinder a few from leaving their homes, if at all, 
not until too late to derive much benefit from the few remaining 
weeks of the session, so that the capacity of the buildings for ac- 
commodation has never been overtaxed, excepting when more than 
one hundred pupils were present, at one time, which was the case 
during the sessions ’81-’82 and ’83-84, and which as the yearly en- 
rollment shows, threatens to be the case every year.

The two colored deaf mutes, Lottie J. Madison, of Pocahontas, 
and Albert Boggess, of Harrison, wards of this Institution and being 
educated at its expense, have just entered on their fifth session at 
the Maryland school for eolored blind and deaf mutes, No. 258 
Saratoga street, Baltimore. I am informed that these children have 
made fair progress in their studies, but that the girl has made more 
rapid advancement than the boy.  . 

Since the opening of the institution in September, 1870, down to 
the close of the present fiscal year 230 deaf mutes and 94 blind 
have been regularly admitted, registered and taught as pupils, the 
causes of whose deafness and blindness, as nearly as can be ascer- 
tained, are given in the following table:

THE UNEDUCATED DEAF MUTES AND BLIND IN THE STATE UNDER 


- TWENTY-FIVE AND OVER EIGHT YEARS OF AGE JANUARY 1, 1884. 


In my last biennial report abstracts were presented made from 
special lists obtained through the United States Census Bureau, 
showing by counties the number of uneducated deaf mutes and 
blind in West Virginia on the first of January 1884, under twenty- 
five and over eight years ol age. These lists revealed the fact then 
as now, that only one-third of these two classes have as yet received 
the benefits for which the Institution was founded. As the report 
mentioned is easily obtainable and can be referred to by those de- 
siring to do so, I will not again, at this time, occupy space by in- 
serting an alphabetical list of our counties, with the number of deaf 


x 
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and dumb and blind in each. Suffice to say, the list shows 126 
deaf mutes and 93-blind persons, or 224 in all, none of whom have 
as yet enjoyed the elevating and humanizing iafluences of intellect- 
ual and moral instruction as pupils of the Iustitution. 

In the two biennial reports preceding this, the subject of provid- 
ing enlarged accommodations and of securing increased appropria- 
tions, in order that all these children of misfortune might share 
alike the State's bounty, has been fully discussed, and, in the first 
of these reports a plan was presented, "for the erection of an annex 
to the northern wing of the main building,in the rear, and at 
right angles to it, forty-five feet long and thirty wide; and, of the 
same elevation, style and construction as the wing itself.” The es- 
timated cost of this extension, including the heating, lighting, 
water-service, and a covered piazza ten feet wide and ninety feet 
long was then $5,500.00, but a careful review of the estimates shows 
the amount should be increased to $6.000.00, asthe lowest possible 
estimate for the work to be done in a suitable and substantial man- 
ner. Twice, therefore, has this important matter been brought to 
your attention, twice basit been approved and, adopted by you, 
twice has it been favorably recommended by the Governor to the 
Legislature, and twice bas the Legislature not refused, but simply 
failed to makethe appropriation, the last time for the want of funds. 
For the space of ten years, no appropriation has been made to this 
institution for the enlargement and improvement of its buildings; 
and the needed repairs, which are many every year, have been made 
out of the general appropriations for current expenses. 

As the extension herein contemplated is, in my judgment of the 

"highest importance, and since thereby the Institution would be ren- 
dered capable of receiving and accommodating some forty more 
pupils, and greater facility would he allowed for separating the 
younger and older pupils in sitting-rooms and dormitories which is 
always desirable—admitting, moreover, as it would, of à gradual 
increase, from time to time. without the fear of overerowding. . 

I deem it my duty, once again, to present a matter of such obvi- 
ous importance to your further favorable consideration and recom- 
mendation. 


HEALTH. 


. Profoundly grateful to that good Providence from whom proceed 
health and all other blessings, it is my privilege to congratulate you 
upon the eminent degree of health, and remarkable exemption from 
disease among the officers and pupils of the Institution during the 
period under consideration. The remark is not unfrequently made 
thae many a private family requires more frequent, and more con- 
stant medical attendance than do the one hundred and twenty in- 
mates of the Institution. One sad event, however, must be recorded, 
the sudden death of James P. Snodgrass, on February 27, 1885. 
Standing with his blind companious in the chapel, apparently in 
good health and spirits, receiving in common with them musical 
instruction from his and their teacher, suddenlv he dropped to the 
floor in their midst, and though there was no delay in summoning 
medical assistance, life was doubtless instantly extinct. At all 
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times of exemplary deportment, of a generous and amiable dispo- 
sition, his sudden and unexpected death fell with startling effect, 
especially upon the pupils of the Blind Department. 

Previous to this event only four deaths had taken place at the 
Institution (of its pupils) since its foundation in 1870, and one of 
these was by drowning. '

which were conducted by gentlemen whose names are appended to

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF EXAMINATIONS— May 27-8, 1885, 


To the President and Board of Regents of the West Virginia Institution 
for the Deaf, Dumb and Blind. 


GENTLEMEN :—At the request of the principal, Maj. Covell, we had 
the pleasure of attending the final examination of the pupils of 
this Institution, which took place May 27th and 28th. 

The examination was thorough and included the whole course of 
study gone over during the year. 

The result showed that the teachers, without exception, had been 
earnest and faithful in their work; and that they had succeded in a 
good degree in their efforts to impart instruction. Commendable 
progress seems to have been made by almost all the pupils, and in 
the case of some of them it was very remarkable. We would 
especially notice in this connection the pupils in the department of 
musie under the tuition of Prof. Schaffer and the primary class of 
blind pupils. 

Weregard also the printing office and the work shops connected with 
the Institution as indispensible adjuncts without which the objects 
aimed at in the establishment of the Institution itself could not be 
well secured. We were gratified in seeing the thorough work done 
both in the school and in the shops; and we are decidedly of the 
opinion that there ought to be, on the part of the State, a generous 
liberality in supplying what is needful for the maintenance of both. 
And, especially in the Mute Department, we would respectfully sug- 
gest to the Board the propriety of providing facilities for instruction 

"in “Articulation and lip-reading,” if there should be a sufficient 
number of pupils who would be benefitted by such teaching to jus- 
tify it. 

In regard to the general management of the Institution we would 
express our approbation, and we would heartily commend the In- 
stitution, under its present management, to the confidence and 
hearty support of the people of the State. It is doing a noble work 
for the State; and in doing 1t, Maj. Covell is beyond question the 
"right man in the right place."

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF EXAMINATION, JUNE 3 AND 4, 1886. 


To the President and Members of the Board of Regents of the West Vir- 
ginia Institution for the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind : 

The undersigned Committee of Examination, acting as such by 
invitation of Maj. John C. Covell, Principal, would respectfully re- 
port to your honorable body, that they on yesterday and to-day 
(June,3 and 4) took part in and observed the examination of the 
different pupils now in attendance upon said Institution at this 

lace. - 
i The examination in all the different classes was conducted with 
all the thoroughness and searching investigation that time and op- 
portunity would afford. 

All the teachers manifested an anxiety, that was commendable, 
to extend the examination beyond the time allowed for that pur- 
pose. The pupils, also, in each class, manifested. a reluctance to 
have the examination brought to aclose. So much were both teach- 


ers and pupils interested in having us thoroughly test their knowl-’ 


edge over the subjects of examination. 

From the lowest class to the highest, in the Deaf Mute Depart- 
ment, we witnessed a steady growth and progress in the various 
studies there taught, both satisfactory and gratifying to us. 

In the Blind Department we found a like proficiency, both in the 
lower and higher classes. The examination and its results in this 
department did credit alike to teachers and pupils. This observa- 
tion may be made as to the teachers and pupils in both depart- 
ments without exception. 

It was especially gratifying to observe an interest amounting to 
affection, exhibited by the teachers and pupils for each other. 

We deem it due to make special mention of the branch, or class, 
. presided over by Miss Agnes Grimm, the articulation teacher. We 
do this, first, because At is à new feature in the Institution, as at 
present organized, and secondly, because of the impressions made 
upon us in attending the examination of that lady's classes. 

Miss Grimm, we learn, came here as late as last November, and 
took charge of a number of pupils, some twenty-two, none of whom 
knew a solitary thing about the art of articulation, lip-reading, or, of 
speech, and only six of whom had ever heard at all during life. 

All of these twenty-two pupils now, to a greater or less extent un- 
derstand lip-reading and conversation, and articulate themselves, 
many of whom having made marked progress in that direction, so 
much so, that they can talk with each other themselves, without the 
intervention of their teacher. 

We think Maj. Covell made a happy as well as, a wise selection, 
in securing- Miss Grimm for the position she so ably and success- 
fully fills. We further think that your honorable board are to be 
congratulated on having adopted the articulation mode of instruc- 
tion, along with the other already in successful operation in the In- 
stitution. 

We think the classes in music have made great progress, and can 
but conclude that great patience, diligence and skill have been be- 
stowed upon them by their teachers. Indeed, to one who can note 
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the progress, from year to year, in this department, under its in- 
defatigable leader, Prof. Schaeffer, the results are surprising. ` 

We would like to mention every teacher by name, feeling that 
they all merit special mention in words of commendation, but to 
do so, would prolong this report beyond its proper limit. o. 

Mrs. Lida Campbell, your newly appointed governess, and teacher, 
deserves and requires special mention, because you should know 
specially concerning her, and because her diligent and earnest effort 
to learn and properly discharge her many duties, entitle her to such 
mention, She came into the Institution a novice, entirely ignorant 
of the duties pertaining to her position, as also of the language of 
deaf mutes, and the wants of the blind. She has during this one 
session won the respect and confidence of the principal, as also, the 
affection of the pupils, whom she has under her charge, as governess, 
and the esteem and interest of the blind, a class of whom she teaches 
aeceptably and well, in addition to a discharge of her duties as 
governess. ` ' 

Thé various shops and places of industry and manufacture, are 
in good condition, well kept, and evidence of close attention and a 
due regard for the interest and welfare of the Institution by Maj. 
Covell Itis surprising to note the progress made by the pupils 
engaged in the different shops, and the excellent work turned out 

y them. 

In conclusion, we are of the opinion, that the Institution under 
the management of Maj. Covell and the other officers, is in an ex- 
cellent and healthy condition, that the pupils in attendance have, 
without exception, so far as our observation enables us to judge, 
made that progress in their studies, which entitles the Institution 
and its further developement for future usefulness to your best ex- 
ertions, and to the State's fostering care and protection.

ARTICULATION, OR, THE ORAL METHOD. 


In November, 1877, was inaugurated in this Institution the first 
step towards the instruction of a certain number of our deaf pupils 
in articulation, by what is now called the oral method, in contra- 
distinction to the sign method. At that time the visible speech 
symbols of Professor A. Graham Bell, was chiefly in vogue, in most 
of the institutions when articulation had been introduced, as the 
special means by which' all deaf mutes were to acquire speech and 
Jip-reading. 

Good results, however, in the course of a few months, mani- 
fested themselves in this department of instruction, due to the 
energy, patience and perseverance of one teacher, and, had not bad 
health supervened to arrest her labors, at the beginning of her third 
term, in 1879, doubtless, complete success would have crowned her 
efforts.. From this time, until November, 1885, very little attention 
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was paid to articulation, except in the efforts made by the regular 
teachers to preserve to their pupils what they had learned, when our 
newly appointed teacher, Miss Agnes M. Grimm, entered on her du- 
ties, and by the simple, natural method of that-ofan intelligent, pains- 
taking mother with her children, without charts or symbols, but, by 
the exercise of great patience and loving-kindness, before the close 
of the session, in June, last, had so far brought forward about one- 
.third of our deaf mutes as that most of them could readily under- 
stand aud write words and sentences on the black-board, from oral 
dictation alone. It is earnestly to be wished that this branch of in- 
struction has at length come to abide with us, and, indeed, practical 
results evervwhere would warrant its continuance. 
` Of the sixty-four institutions for the deaf in the United States, 
fifty-four pursue the same ‘methods of instruction as are here pur- 
ued. The remaining ten are pure oral schools, whose- complete 
uccess must in a great measure depend upon a judicious selection 
f their pupils. Neverthetheless, after a controversy of a century's 
uration, and, which still exists, the old sign method steadily holds 
its own, and must ever continue to bethe golden key of the treas- 
ure-house of knowledge for the majority of our deaf pupils. 


THE INDUSTRIAL SCHOCLS, 


The six shops comprising this school are the following, namely : 
a carpenter's and cabinet shop, a shoe shop, a tailor's shop, a 


broom shop, a mattress making and chair-caning shop, and a print- ` 


ing office. Over each of these shops presides an intelligent, compe- 
tent foreman, whose duty it is to instruct other pupils assigned 
- him in the special branch of handicraft belonging to his depart- 
ment. The shop hours are from 2 to 5 P. M., on five days of the 
week, or, fifteen hours per week. "The girls? serving room, which is 
under the immediate superintendence and direction of the gov- 


erness, is also of too great importance not to be favorably mentioned . 


in this connection since in it are made all the articles of their own 
clothing, as well as all the underwear of the male pupils. The girls 
are required to work from 2 to 4 r. M., only teu hours a week. The 
instruction which our boys and girls receive from week to week, 
and year to year, in the several industrial branches mentioned, in 
the use of tools, and the training of the eye and hand, has hitherto, 
served to fit them in a greater or less degree, for self support at the 
close of their term of pupilage. Bearing in mind this most essen- 
tial feature of their education, these industries should be fostered in 
the same degree, and should occupy in public estimation the same 
importance as the schools of the intellectual department. 

The receipts from the finished work of the shops, furnished to 
pupils and gold to persons outside the institution, rather more than 
cover the cost of the materials purchased for them, but not to an 
extent sufficient to pay even a moiety of the wages of the foremen. 
But, ia none of our sister institutions are the shops entirely self- 
sustaining, nor should this be expected of shools of instruction, 
which, by no means, stand in the category of manufactories estab- 
lished for the sole purpose of making money. 
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THE PREMISES. 


The grounds, including the the’ farm and garden and the build- 
ings, both externally and internally, are in good condition. Our 
mountain spring, through all vicissitudes has continued to furnish 
an ample supply of pure water at the Institution, whilst the town 
has also been well watered by the flow of surplus into its reservoir.. 
The spring-house and line of pipes, have recently heen inspected 
and found to be in good order. In the summer of 1885, the old 
boiler of the steam heating apparatus was repaired by replacing the 
burnt-out plates over the fire box with new ones. Again, on the 
12th of February last, the same boiler ceasing to be of service by a 
sudden collapsing of its flues, thus reducing us to one boiler alone 
for all purposes. After a thorough inspection by an expert boiler- 
maker, it was advised to draw out nearly all of the old flues and in- 
sert new ones, which was accordingly done with as much expedi- 
tion as possible, and the boiler was again in use on the 4th of March, 
With these repairs, this boiler is nearly as good as it was when new, 
and the secoud boiler having run parts of four winters only, is still 
sound at all points, thus enabling me to report the whole steam- 


* heating apparatus in excellent working condition at this time. 


The special appropriation of $500.00 obtained at the hands of the 
last Legislature in February, 1885, for the purchase of a new gas 
machine, was by no means premature, for, on the night of March 
27th, just one month after the appropriation was made the old ma- 
chine broke down, leaving the institution in total darkness, Com- 
municating the facts of the case as speedily as possible to the Pres- 
ident of the Board and Chairman of the Executive Committtee. T 
was advised to order the Springfield Gas Machine, which had already 
been undernegotiation, without delay. This was accordingly done, 
and after an interval of just two weeks eked out with lamps and 
candles, the Institution was again lighted up with gas to the joy of 
all its inmates. The new apparatus is in complete working order 
and gives at all times general satisfaction. 


REGULAR APPROPRIATIONS, 


"The amount of appropriation for current expenses for the fiscal 
year beginning on the first of October, 1886, and for the fiscal year 
beginning on the first of October, 1887, should be the same as that 
required for the past two years, viz: $25,000.00 per annum. This 
is based on the average attendance of pupils, which is 100 per ses- 
sion, and as many as the present buildings will accommodate. A 
less appropriation will only serve to impair and greatly cripple the 
usefulness of the institution. The cost is $250.00 per annum for a 

upil, $20.00 ot which is, however, for the average amount of cloth- 
ing for each pupil, which is advanced and charged to the respective 
counties. "The actual cost, then, deducting the item of clothing, is 
only $230.00 per annum, to cover the cost of board, official care and 
attendance, tuition in the school, instruction in the shops, washing, 
fuel, lights, medical attendance, etc., as to which I challenge a com- 
parison with any dual institution in the land.

$700.00 to $800.00 per annum, which would be an average of only.

TERMS OF ADMISSION OF PUPILS, 


ex 


I. All Deaf Mutes and Blind persons in the State, of sound mind 
and body, between the ages of eight and twenty-five years, are en- 
titled to admission free of charge. : 


IT. Such as are unable to defray their own traveling expenses will 
receive assistance from the Institution on application to the Prin- 
cipal, By law clothing may be furnished by the Institution to pu- 
pils not otherwise provided, in an amount not exceeding $40.00 per 
annum, and charged to their respective counties. 


III. The session of the schools commences on the first Monday 
of September in each year, and continues for the space of forty 


weeks. 

IV. The regular term of pupilage is five years and the Principal 
may, with the consent of the Board, select for an additional term of 
three years such as would be especially benefited thereby. 


V. All Deaf Mute applicants should give full and explicit an- 
swers to the following questions: 


1. Give the name of applicant in full. 
2. Where was the applicant born? 


3. Was the applicant born deaf? “If not at what age did appli- 
cant lose hearing and how? 


4, What is the degree of deafness? 
5. Can applicant hear the human voice at all? 


6. To what extent has instruction been given? - -
